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On Monday Professor Gamgee delivered the inaugural address, at 
the Albert Veterinary Oollege, Queen’s-road, Bayswater. Afier 
giving a history of the movement which resulted in the establishment 
of the Albert Veterinary Co)lege, aud showing that it had not sprang 
up ina day, but had rather been the work of years,and had success- 
fully combated many obstacles which lay in the way of its establish- 
ment, Professor Gamgee proceeded to pointout what ought to be the aim 
and objects of the veterinary profession, the shortcomings of the old 

_ tystem of teaching veterinary science, and the beneficial results that 
may accrue from the method which would be adopted in the Albert 
Veterinary College. ‘Those, be said, who advocated the antiquated 
syaiem, attributed all their ill-success tothe students themselves, .to 
deficiency in early education amongst 
those who enter our colleges. The 
promoters of the new college could 
afford direct evidence to overthrow 
such a theory, and they always as- 
terted, and still believed, that the 
causes of failure had existed in the 
veterinary collegesthemselves, These 
causes had been cramming, grinding, 
and negligences, against which the 
Albert College had set its face. 
Respecting the cattle disease tho 
Profeseor said :— Circumstances have 
led us to take a very active part in 
the subject of cattle dieease preven- 
lion, Having paid much attention 
When abroad, especially in 1854, to 
ihe maladies most destructive amongst 
horned cattle, I became informed 
With the fact that the great igno- 

~yance and negligence manifested in 
this covntry in relation to ever- 
spreading plagues might be reckoned 
& truly national calamity, When 
firat Theft London, after obtaining a 
diploma, and having worked a Jittle 
harder than many people do at 
such subjects, 1 was most Jamentably 
Ignorant of the nature and extent of 
prevailing epizootics; foreign litera- 
ture and foreign professors soon 
Opened my yes, and on returning 10 
Er gland, I resolved on doing all in 
iy power to rectify great evils, 
sing a minimum of four millions 
sterling annually by cattle disease 
‘lone, and of this vpwards 0 two 
Millions by a readily proventable 
disease, peuropneumonia, jt was im- 
possible not to see that if one or two 
thousand veterinarians properly or- 
Ranised on the continental system 
Could preserve us from such logs 
the country could most richly afford 
to pay for such services. I at-

It can do much, though that 
much is far shortof what those in wuthority have it in their power to 
do. Many associations have been formed for the insurance of cattle, 
but they are, as a rule, working most unsatisfactorily; and if the 
Government, if our Chancellor of the Exchequer, could be guided so aa | 
to benefit by the opportanity, a system conld be formed which would | 
add to the public revenue, materially protect the farmer, and enable us | 
to lull ont the plague. Wedo not want an indemnity fund from the | 
national purse, but we could well do with a national cattle insurance 

system, in which every farmer would have confidence, and which in 

time would realise enough to defray the expenses of proper superyi- | 
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| sion of a national disease prevention system, and whilst affording a 
| substantial security to the farmer and his landlord, would help to 


melt down the national debt. These remarks are not made without 
most careful calenlations. If the Government can deal with the 
insnrance of human lives, which can be carried on withont its 
assistance, Why should it not turn its attention to the insurance 
of oaitle, Which cannot fairly be introduced into this or oiber countries 
without the co-operation of Government, Had we an insurance system 
in which all the farmers had contidencee, we could adopt proper 
measures, and soon lull out the disease. Many people are impressed 
with the laudable idea that the malady should be curd, that specifics 
might be found forit. The cattle pisaus is more deadly and more in- 
fectious than any other known disease affecting men cr animals, 

Keeping stock in life implies favour- 

ing extension of the disease, and no 
—~ fact has ever been better established 
than that you must treat herds 
affected with this disease as you 
would glandered horses. Much as 
the opinion may jar against those 
who believe that God has granted 
a remedy for every disease, I assert 
that several cases of the Russian 
plague are and ever must be incura- 
ble, and you might as well try to 
revive a lobster after he has turned 
red in boiling water. Many animals 
afflicted with this disease are from 
the commencement of the attack vir- 
tually dead, and their tissues putrify 
long before their heart ceases to 
beat, and their nervous system is 
paralysed by death's powers. Pro- 
fessor Gamges concluded by dwelling 
upon the fact that veterinary science 
is of the highest importance to any 
country, and by pressing the claims 
of the Alb rt Veterinary College on 
the support of the public.

DISEASE AMONG POULTRY. 

I have bean too short a time a poultry fancier, and too fortunate in 
the health of my birds, to be learned in their diseases. Perhaps [am 
about to discover a mare's nest, or to inquire into that which is very 
well known to every one else; but U think your readers will agree with 
we that to ventilate the subject of diseases, particularly at this time, is a 
matter to be desired, 

During last winter [ had somo birds sent to me. which were out of 
health aud with a slight roupy cold, They came from a yard where 
roup was said to have been. By great care these birds recovered. A 
bird of my own stock was soon seized with a swelliog on the right side 
of the face under the eye. ‘his increased very much, and a discharge 
from the eye and nostril, apparently the result of much inflammation, 
set in. 1 showed the bird jo & surgeon, who had once operated on a 
fowl fora tumour, fle said thatthe swelling, except to the touch, had 
all the appearance of being one, but that it was not so, and that it felt 
more like an enlargement of the bone, He said further that it would 
be uselesa to operate, Lupplied warm lotions, and gave soft, nourish- 
ing, but not heating food; yet, in spite of all, the bird died. Another 
bird was seized in the same way, and being a valuable one, I took 
the wursing into my own hands. | gave castor oil, a pill of calomel 
aud antimony on alternate nights, washed the part affected night and 
morning with warm water, and then bathed it with vinegar, fed every 
night on oatmeal, and gave after a time cod-liver oil daily. In about 
a month, during svow and very trying weather, the bird began to 
recover, but remained weakly until summer weather began, She then 
laid, hatched, brought up chickens, moulted, showed signs again of 
the disaase, aud whilet I was away from home this summer she died, 

About the end of July Isst a cock bird was seized with the same 
attack, but before the second attaok of the hen took place. In this 
Cag6, 88 BOON as the tamorous Bwelljng was of Snuatderabte size, and we 
noticed an affection of the roof of the mouth, my man suggested that an 
incision should be made, his was done, and with a loop formed by 
a twisted hairpin, he extracted a filthy offensiva core, and effected 
much discharge from the eye aad nostril, I gave castor oil, but no 
other medicine, and afterwards Douglas’s restorative. The bird is 
almost well again. In this and one or two other cases, where the 
birds being of little value were either killed or died, the affection 
canie on the right aide of the face, With these excoptions I have been 
singularly fortunate in the health of my birds. 

| hear, however, frequent complains from others of the loss of birds 
and iluess of one kind or another, A neighbour has some Golden 

Pheasants all suffering from the same kind of attack as that which my 
poultry suffered fiom. We are too far apart, avd have no communica- 
tion with one another by which disease could be carried. He has lost 
several. 1 opened the swelling in the roof of the mouth of one of hia 
birds, with the same results 48 in my own case, The bird is now re- 
covering; the others have not been touched with the knife. 

T hope the French disease I have heard so much of may prove a 
fable, tue cholera an exceptional case, and, at the risk of boring your 
readers, that I have told them nothing new in the disease [| have 
mentioned, Still there is enough to justify inquiry, and I shall be 
indebted to any one who can furnish a rpeedy rmedy or a simple pre- 
Veutive for the cases ibat I have named, and who will help to make 
known any coming disease with which we may be threatened.—E.

MANOHESTER POULTRY SHOW. 


The Mesars, Jennison, of the Zoological Gardens, Balla Vue, near 
Manchester, have just issued the prize schedule for their fifth meeting, 
to be held in the Music Hall connected with their extensive establish- 
mevt, for the exhibition of Poultry, Pigeons, and Rabbits. The days 
fixed for the show are the 23th, 29th, and 30th of December next, The 
prize list embraces the unusual number of sixty-nine classes for poultry 
alone; for pigeous there are tweuty-four clas:es; and for rabbita ten 
classes. To Dorkings, £57 in money, besides two silver cups, value 
five guineas each, will be awarded; to Spanish, £29 in cash, with one 
five guinea cup; and to the Cochin classes, £64 in money, #n1 a five- 
pounds silver cup will be givea, Brahmas receive £17, and Polish, 
£6 as preminms; to the Game classes, the very liberal sum of £106, 
besides two five-guines silver cups, is appointed. Geese and Ducks 
receive £18; ‘Turkeys, £13; and £6 will be given to extra stock. Pre- 
miums to the amount of £7 are given to black Hamburgbs, whilst £53 
in prizes will still further reward the successful exhibitors of Ham- 
burgbs generally ; £22, besides two five-guinea silver cups, will enlist 
a warm competition in the Game Bantams: and £6 wiil be given to 
Bantams of any other breed, With like liberality £90 103. will be 
awarded to Pigeons, and £20 to Rabbits. It will be thus evident that 
to Pigeons, Rabbits, and Poultry alone an aggregate sum of nearly 
£500. will await the decision of the Judges; and when it is remembered 
how perfectly adapted to the parposes of a show the Belle Vue Music 
Hall haa always proved itaelf to be, we with confidence anticipate not 
ouly a very extensive entry, but also the presence of most of the prin- 
cipal pens of prize birds to be met with in tne kingdom.

PRINGESS'S. 

Mr. Charles Reade, who apposrs ty haya y mortal hatred for things 
convéntional, has dono what fow dramatinta would think of Noing, 
he has written two plays on one subjech: Cwelve yedrs ago, as many 
of our readers may remember, he produced at Drury Laue remark- 
ably dull and supromely pretentious play in five ludierously dispropor- 
tioned acta, under the title of © Gold,” "Yhe pisce was a failure. Tho 
subject of it was a good one however, aud he made jt the foandation 
of hig enormoudly popular novel of it is Never too Late to Mend.” 
So great was the dramatic suggestiveness of his story that, within a 
very few months of its publioation, some of the Bastsend playwrights 
bad seized upon it and trynaferred ths novel to the stage. Mir, Reade 
appealed to the law to protect hig rights, such as he Goneesived them to 
be; bat the result #48 not favonrable to him, aud perlaps half a dozen 
versions of his novel have been played at tie Loudon minor theatres, 
and in the provinees, Without let or hindrance. At Pact Mr. Reade 
has taken—or rather re-taken the matter into his own hands, and pro- 
duced his own version of his own stury. Following a growing, and in 
many respects convenient, castom, he has tried the effeot of hls paw 
piece in three or four firet-clase country th: atres, before presenting tt to 
& Loaodon audience. By taking this course, he bas had the advantage 
of sesing different uotors sustain several of the leading parts in bis 
drama, and has beéa able to select those whose soting was found to 
be the most satisfictory. To those who re-call the terrible longueurs 
of “Gold,” the announcement that the new version * will constitute 
the entire parformance” of tho evening could hardly have an enticing 
effect, We think tho extremo lengih of the parformauce a mistake, 
wo hours for the representation of a piees in four acts i4 a tax upon 
the pationce ofan audience which ought hardly to be pub upon it, and 
which in the present case is without real warrant. One act of Mr, 
Obarles Reade’s drama is altogether de trop, and from the revolting 
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naturo of the incidents pourtrayed in it evoked vehement opposition. 
In his novel Mr, Charles Reade maufully attacked the abuses of the 
syatem of prison discipline carried out in the model prison, and 
there is no doubt that his exposure of the terrible powers of a model- 
prison governor bent onworking “the system ” to its extremest limits 
greatly helped to bring the subject into nctice and to mitigate some 
ofits evils. ‘Che very fact of bls work of exposure and mitigation 
having been already satisfactorily accomplished ought to have been 
sufficient for Mr, Charles Reade, we think. Had he taken this view 
and limited his drama to the main story of his novel, tite chances are 
that he would have achieved on Wednesday night a great and woll- 
merited succes;, Weé give here ths “argument” of his piece, written 
we conclude by himself, and furnished to the representatives of the 
regs. 


George Fielding and his brother William cultivate a small farm in 
Borkshire, calied ‘The Grove.’ It is a failing concern, aud one Mr. 
Winchester invites George to emigrate to Australia with him; while 
George’s friend and lodger, Robinson, who has been a miner in Oall- 
fornia, urges him to go thither and dig for gold. But George i 
tenderly attached to his cousin Susan Merton, and cannot resolve 
leave hor. However, he has two rivals, his own brother William, and 
Mr. Meadows. Meadows, a rich corn-factor, land agont, und able 
schemer, aided by his instrument Peter Crawley, a low attorney, gets 
a distress served ou the farm for rent, and arrests George Fielding § 
friend Robinson for theft. At this trying crisis comes a friendly letter 
from Mr. Winchester, inviting him once more to Australia; and old 
Merton, who had just refused him Susan’s hand, now interferes, and 
promises he shall wed her if he can but bring back a thousan 
pounds. ‘Thus urged on all sides George leaves England ; but at the 
sorrowful moment of parting converts his brother from a rival to 4 
zealous friend, aud elicits from Susan a@ passionate declaration of love, 
which is witnessed by Meadows, and embitters his triumph. 


‘In the second act, Meadows finds his love for Susan thwarted by 
William Fielding and also by Isaac Levi, an oriental Jew, whom be 
hag made an evemy of by ejecting him with insult from a home 62- 
deared to bim by the tenudreat reminiscences, He therefore summons 
all his ability, und prepares & two-handed plot; ha sends Crawley oul 
to Australia with subtle instructions, anu fiaods means to stop all 
George's leiters to Susan, and Sysen’sto George. Crawley's machinations 
in Australia succeed; Gcorge’s sheep die mysteriously, aud ai) hope of 
the thousand pounds is lost: when an unexpected ally appesrsi 
Robinson has endured all the tortures of a prison on the separate 40 
aileut system, but has been comforted and toucued to peniieucs by the 
Whaplalp, Mr. Edea, This zeyious clergyman, aware that the worél 
cure will wot be permanent without good Association, provides his peni- 
tent, now bound for Australia, with a letter writen by Suen to 
George. The penitent tuief enters the honest man’s teut, aud finds him 
fainting, and alujost dead with fatigue and despair. Robinson revived 
him » little with brandy, aud a great deal more with Susan's letter 
They make friends; Kubingon points out the signs of gold in the 
neighbourhood, and George and he go prospecting, accompanie’l by & 
very eccentric but faithful friend George has made, to wit Jacky, ap 
Augiralian savage. Jaoky, like most savages, is 3 minute observer 0 
nature; and soon proves his superiority in that respect to the white 
follows, as he calls them, by showiug them a huge nugget embedded 
in the very he ap of quartz they are sitting upon. 


“Susan now seems won; but unfortunately Crawley has been lurk- 
ing about and seen the discovery ; he lets loose a baud»ot greedy ruf- 
flaus on the pair as thoy journey homewards with their giant nugget. 
‘here is a desperate fight, and the friesds are on the poiut of being 
overpowered, When Jacky, whose suspicions had been aroused, rushes 
on with other sevages, aud overpowers the ruffians aud wounds Craw- 
ley. ‘The friends go home to Susan with seven thousand pounds. 


“ But meantime Mr, Meadows has so skilfully poisoned Susan's mind 
agaiuet George, and has s0 wrought on her filial uffection, that she had 
cunsented to warry him, 

“On the wedding eve, Crawley bursts in upon Meadows, and telli 
him that George Fieldiug and his fried are at the little inn hard by 
With seven thoussad pounds.  Méadows, driveu to bay, takes a des- 
perate course: armed by Crawley with a soporitic drug, he stealy to the 
Red Lion, und speedily resppeats with the seven thousand pounds ; an 
these he wishes to buru, but ho 1s induced to give them to Urawiey, OB 
condition of his instantly tlying the coautry with them. Urawley goes,

“The morning comes, the bells riog, and the bride and bridegroom 
with their friends proceed to the church, bat are met by George and 
Robinson, Aun oxplanation soon takes place, and George claus his 
uncle’s word, 

‘** His claim is reluctantly allowed, and he is invited to produce the 
thoussud pounds, Kooinson iustantiy takes ouf a plump pocket-book, 
which he exultingly designates as ‘a Buster.’

Having nothing better to do with their spare moments the ‘ great 
guns” of the music halls are exhibiting their Dogberry propensities by 
& persistent course of writing themselves: down arrant donkeys. Mr. 
ames Taylor, who, by some mysterious abuse of terms,is styled the 
champion singer, is so disgusted with Mr. Brown, the proprietor of a 
Portsmouth Music Hall, for offering him the paltry sum of £4 per week, 
that he must needs expend his loose cash fa publishing as an advertise- 
Ihent his letter to Mr. Belen, aud Mr. Brown's letter tohim. The said 
tr. Brown asauted Mr. Taylor that he considered £4 per week ample 
remuneration for the services he eould render, and quoted an engage- 
Ment!with Mr. Blanchard, whom he considered a far better singer, as an 
nstance of the moderate figure at whith *taleat” could be obtained. 
hereat is Mr. Taylorannoyed exesedingly. He personally respects Mr. 
lanchard, and deeply Commiserates his (Blanchard’s) inability to com- 
mand more money; but then Taylor is Taylor, and Blanchard is 
Blanchard and—there never was A goord that did not consider itself 
& swan! ‘Now, Mr. Blanchard does not like being “ dragged into” 
this controversy at all, so he simply adopts the wise course of pitch- 
ing into both Mr. Taylor and Mr. Brown, regardless of newspaper 
advertisement expenses, and triumphantly declaring that when he 
Scoepted £4 per week ho was not the great man ho has since become, 
he completely puts out the light of uuhappy Mr. Taylor by publish- 
ingtho fact that he (Blanchard) is now commanding a more magnilfi- 
cent salary than he (The Champion) could, when in the first flush of 
victory, and with the medal of the Championship newly sparkling 
Upon his manly bosom. Now, all thisis very well and vary pretty 
for thoso who have a taste for guch folly, but we question whether the 
thinking public will not condemn both the taste and the grammar of 
this controversy, and begin to open iis eyes to the real claims of comic 
singers and to the enormous salaries they command. Should this be 
the case, how many of the “ great” names before the public will stand 
the test of searching and unbiased criticism? Where shall we find 
the comic singer to whom we can apply the term artist? The fact is, 
Wwe have but few professionals before the public who can sing at all, 
tither in a comic or serious vein, and the whole secret of the 
immense popularity enjoyed by some persons engaged at the music- 
halla lies in the “ caching” nature of the airs aud words put into 
their mouths by those who give their minds to the composition of 
comic songs. We remember hearing Mr. Taylor once remark 
that there was a vast difference between a comic singor and a 
singor of comic songs, and weagrée with him. ‘I'he comic singers are 
faw and far between, but the singers of comic songs are a numerous 
body, in reasipt of snormous incomes. Of course there are first-rate 
eomic singers upon tho music-hall etage. Mr. Arthur Lioyd is a 
notable instance, but where are the others? We are very much afraid 
that they are somewhere down in the country, quietly piping away 
for some economical Mr, Brown at £4 per week; ut all events they do 
not trouble our Metropolitan stages very frequently. What we have 
taay be deseribed as cowie singers who are clever acrobats, comic singers 
who excelia daucing, comic singers who ean play the tin-whistle, 
comio singera who do the old‘ josy”-work of the two-act ballet of by- 
gone days to perfection, and comie singers who have hu» 
worous arms, legs, and bodies, but who think voiced and expres- 
sion weeless items iu their stock of qualttications, aud yet 
these gentlemen command salaries to which Messrs. Toole, Stoyle, 
: and Clarke may not aspire. ‘he managers ought to put astop to it 
say some people, batin reality the manaxers have nothing to do with 
it! ‘Tbe public hag the sole power of cnecking such abuses, and tha 
public ig too lnzy to take the matter in hand. Until there is a revo- 
lution in public taste we shall have no good comis Singers, but be 
forced to accept in their stead people who figure as shabbily on the 
boards as they do in newspaper controversies, and who appear to 
most advantage on the title pages of the songs published for them 
by Duff, Hodgson and Boosey.

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THE DISEASES IN LAMBS. 


TO THE EDITOR, 


Sir,—In the Times of September 29th a letter appears from Mr. 
Hutton, of Sudbury, Suffolk, stating that a large number of lambs died 
of the ‘cattle plague t Meiford, and that he gave Professor Simonds 


early intimation of this.’ Mr, Hutton goes 0 
to say, ‘that this (the typhus disease) and 
worms in the trachea are the two prevailing 
diseases that kill sheep and lambs.” As I be- 
lieve, Sir, that a vast number of lambs die In 
this country from another cause, you will per- 
haps allow moe to state the particulars, I may 
premise that for many years L nave been investi- 
gating the diseases of sheep and lambs, and that 
1 have examined several lambs in the same con- 
dition as that [am about to describe. A friend 
of mine in Norfolk has lost a great many of his 
lambs, and they were supposed to be affected 
with worms (Strongili) in the trachea and 
bronchial tubes. ‘wo of these lambs which 
died were sent to me this week, and the subjoine 
is an outliae of the examinations I have made. 
I need not enter ints minute descriptious 0 
microscopical appearances, as they would not 
be understood by the generality of your 
readers, , 

Body rather thin and emaciated, but showing 
no tendency to early decomposition. The blood 
scanty and watery, the bivod corpuscles being 
irregular in shspe, and the whice corpuscles 
imperfectly formed. ‘he mucous lining of the 
mouth, guilet, and the whole leagth of the ali- 
mentary tube, of a pale colour and nearly blood- 
less, forming a remarkable contrast to the con- 
gested appearance which is preseat iu the intes- 
tinal mucous membraneof animals dying of cattle 
plague. The mucous membrane of alitue stomachs 
soft and easily detached, a large portion of each 
being affected with grey hepatization, the resalt 
of previous inflammation, No entozoa in the 
lungs or in the intestinal canal. ‘The symptoms 
were chiefly dry and frequent cough, languor 
and debility, and wastiug. The animals are 
what the shupherds call ** vrokeu-wiaded.” The 
chaia of causes provably inflamed luugs, foilo wed 
by innutritious aud uonsturat food, partly owing 
to tho season, and chiefly to baa cake. Tne 
latter cause, 1 believe, has been the occasion of 
the death of a vast number of sheep and lambs 
in this country ; and, where a nitrogeneous food 
is required, better trust to pea or bean meal. 

Now, Sir, thousands of lambs are probably 
labouring under the disease I have descrined, 
and great discrimination in the work of slaughter 
will be required if catde plague should become 
general among the sheep and lambs of this

It can be purchased ready for use 
of Mr. W. A. Rogers, chemist, Alton, Hants, who has also prepared a 
rench to lighten and hasten the cure of the foot-diseasé in sheep, 
Which hag had approval where used, and which I would recommend 
to my brother farmers.—Yours faithfully, A HAmpsuire FARMER, 
P.S. My shepherd pales the foot and applies only common galt.

KITCHEN GARDEN, 


Fresh plantations of Cabbages and Lettuce should be frequently 
examined, any that droop without an apparent cause should be 
oxamined at the roots, where probably a grub will be found, which, if 
not destroyed, will continue its ravages, Harth up the plantations of 
Broccoli, as they will now be growing rapidly. Cauliflower, continue 
to prick out the young plants under hand-glasses and in frames, a few

The 
trees will not grow so fast in consequence, and will require more atten- 
tion in summer in the way of mulching, but they will form short- 
jointed, well-ripened, fruitful wood, which is the best preventive of 
canker, gum, c., and will save the labour of resorting much to root- 
pruniag. 
FLOWER GARDEN. 

The scarcer varieties of variegated Geraniums should not bo risked in 
beds too long, they had better be taken upauad potted immediately the 
weather becomes at all threatening. After potting it will be a good 
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| Colory, a few rows of that which is required for immediate use may be 


earthed up to the full extent of the leaves; the successional crop should 
only be earthed up at long itervals until it is required for use, or on 
the approach of winter. It should at all times be thoroughly dry be- 
fore earthing, or it will soon rot, Qucumbera, where there is any 
forcing house, those in frames are scarcely worth the trouble and 
expense of keeping in a bearing state afterthis time. Plants in frames 
produce the finest fruit for show, butas they are only grown through 
the winter for use, they are cultivated at much less expense and with 
greater care in a forcing house. A little manure water should be 
occasioually given to those 1 pots or boxes, Stop the laterals imme- 
diately the fruit shows itself, at the same joint or one above it, Some 
prefer the latter mode, but if the leafat the fruit joint be not injured 
we have not been able to discover ony difference between the one ard 
the other in the swelling of tho fruit, Mushrooms, keep the outdoor 
beds protected from heavy rains, by a good covering of litter, Main- 
tain a regular degree of heat In houses containing beds, aad guard 
against aridity. Potatoes, continue to take up the crops as they reach 
maturity ; soré them before they are housed, Radish, slightly thin the 
late Sowings of the Spanish sorts; if'a succession of the common sorta 
is required a SOWING should be made in a frame. Spipach, thin the 
winter ceop, leaving the plants about nine inches from each other. Keep

the atmosphere can be kept sufficiontly dry to prevent tho foliage being 
injured.

(To the Rditor of the * Tlustrated Sporting News,”) 
Giasgow, Sept. 26, 

Sir,—-The Jetior which appeared in your last upon the poculiarizies ef modern 
comedy does not present any novel version of a familiar and vexed disenssion, 
and your correspondent Pr. 'T."" goos very far ont of his depth when he esti- 
mates the abilities of modern writers for the stage. He seems to haye written 
a few sudden thoughts in a pettish mood, without very seriously weighing tho 
utility or exactness of his oOpiniods, and what he really, advances with determina- 
tion falls easily into the rut of threadbare argument. As usual with the 
spasmodic enthusiasts who spring \p at intervals to proclaim the ‘decline of 
the drama,” your correspondent directs his Gpithets against modern plays and 
sat writers, overlooking the centre of all influences affecting the atage—the 
ublic. 
pe T. T’s” sketch of the pre-destined playwright “dragged feom his books ” 
to the real business of life, is curious, and must astonish a few of the fraternity, 
while to many it will ba gratifying to hear on the same authority that play- 
writing is of all fiteratare ‘the least laborious, and requires less ability than 
any other branen!"’ Intending aspirants for dramatic honours will be further 
delighted to hear that the scanty education affoded by a private school is all 
that is necessary fora basis upon which to“ manufacture” (1) modern Haglish 
comedy. Such trifles as native genins or taleot, study of character and 
familiarity with stage business seem to be indiifereat to the play-writers of 
“'T, Ts” imagination, Which premisos are faithful criterions of his idea of how 
playseven modarn ones--a8re Written, “TT. 'T.' seems also to have some 
strange ideas of the propriety of arguments and eveu of language, for, allowing 
with some roluetance that there are Some good pieces written in the present 
dogenerate times, ha says these “ cannot be classed with our modern comedieg,! 
How sach pieces can be writtea in the present age, and yet eannot be called 
modern comedies is best known to himself, Again, after siying that modern 
comedy ‘means only one of to things” (which ?) he goes on to say, “Our 
modern caterers for thu stage have entirely Jost sight ot the meaning of the 
word comedy.” With all due respect for *p, T” 1 must say that the arguments 
ofa ee who indulges in such exiraordinary language cannot esvape dougt and 
suspicion. 2 

aia “Tt, T.” seriously crgue the superiority of last contury comedy over that 
of our own days as to its moral attributes? “I would willingly believe him to 
Jabour under some hallucination on this point, for tracing the memory back te 
Fielding, Vaabrugh, Foote, Garrick, Murphy, &¢, &c., brings remembrance of 
plays which no Manager would OW-a-days dare to present without extensive 
alteration. French comedy made into good English is I think much preferabie 
to the * Temple Beau, the “Provoked Husband,” the ‘Lying Valet,” or many 
of the old comedies which introduce the powdered wigs, white silk stockinga, 
atid buckled shoes of T. T's" faney, Ido not disregard the fine wit of some 
of our old English comedies, but if modern play-goers demanded plays of a 
witty and sterling calibre, we are not destitute of authore who cau be witty and 


clever when there are hopes of their being sufficiently rewarded. But what 
wuthor would now-a-days cudgél his brains to produge an original play for which 
he would most probably be oifered the manager's fee of €5 or so-—the price of a 
translation ? When the public will flock for 300 nights to see 4 ae which 
deyends for plot opon a few of the most trivial incidents, and the greatest 
expense bf which is generally the scenery, where is the modern maoaccr who 
will be daring enough to give three or four husdreds for an original play whoso 
hold upon the public he cannot foresee, and the failure of which might min him?
